The Police Viewpoint 
Should Be Respected 


A petition spontaneously begun, with 
no officers present and no private in- 
Stigation of it, has been signed by the 
great majority of Atlanta police. It asks 
that they not, as is suggested, be placed 
under the supervision of the city per- 
sonnel board but that they be allowed 
supervision by professionals in their 
work. 

The Atlanta Police Department has 
its own civil service. It is an efficient 
force. 

In every city a police department and 
its chief are made a part of politics. 
That is an inescapable fact of political 
life. It will always be so no matter what 
sort of civil service system is employed. 
This is true because political opponents 
of the various city administrations de- 
liberately inject the police departments 
into politics. 

There are always persons who don’t 
like police departments. Rare is the man 
who. has had a traffic ticket who be- 
lieves the officer was right. The arrested 
bootlegger, lottery operator, drunk driv- 
ers and others who have felt the weight 
of the law, make up a permanent enemy 
of the police department and a readily 
marshaled political opposition. 

There goes on a continual nagging 
at the Atlanta administration. This to 
be sure, is a part of any city’s experience. 

There are always those who want 
more power. There seems to be some of 
this wish in the present nagging to abol- 
ish the civil service system which has 
served the police system well and which 
its men want to keep. 

We'd much prefer to have the chief 
and his staff select police officers than 
to have it done by a personnel board 
using psychological tests. We’d much pre- 
fer a professionally selected and trained 
officer guarding the city and its property 
than one picked by a bureaucratic board. 

Carl Sutherland has enough to do 
guiding other city departments. We sug- 
gest he let policemen run the police 
department. 
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Allocating Fuel Taxes 
Means Shaky Finances 


The governor’s reminder to school of- 
ficials they may do themselves more harm 
than good through seeking a new appro- 
priations bill to pay for additional school 
buildings points up again a rather shaky 
situation in state finances. 

If a new appropriations bill were 
passed, the State Constitution requires 
that all motor vehicle and gasoline tax 
receipts will be allocated to the highway 
department. The last appropriations bill 
was passed in 1956 and gas allocations 
are on a basis of collections for that year. 

Since that time, receipts from motor 
vehicles and gasoline have increased by 
some 20 million dollars — a sum which 
has been channeled into other services 
such as schools and which they could ill 
afford to lose. 

In the present instance, it would seem 
the wiser course to retain the old ap- 
propriations bill unless the Legislature 
wants to raise additional taxes for 
schools. The most obvious and most sen- 
sible course is to give the voters an op- 
portunity to repeal the motor vehicle and 
fuel tax amendment. This would make it 
possible for the General Assembly again 
to exercise its proper function over ap- 
propriations and to limit highway spend- 
ing to the necessary level. 

The amendment cannot be repealed 
until the 1958 general election. Until then, 
the alternative to more taxes for schools 
is to operate under the old appropriations 
bill.

fourth gospel is without a message for Christmas. fais 
Sometime during this season reread the first chapter of St. 
Read it as a witness concerning the coming of Christ and it will add 
a wonderful new dimension to your understanding of the incarna- 


tion. 

To my way of thinking this 
chapter is one of the most mean- 
ingful and expressive portions of 
the New Testament. 

The chapter begins with this 
mighty assertion: “In the begin- 
ning was the Word, and the Word 
was with God, and the Word was 
God.”” Then in the 14th verse we 
find this testimony: “And the 
Word was made flesh, and dwelt 
among us, and we beheld his 
glory as of the only begotten of 
the Father, full of grace and 
truth.” 

Words are important to our 
lives. Through words we express 
ourselves. Through words we in- 
terpret our minds. Through words 
we bridge the gap between per- 
sonalities. Our words are our 
own. What I say is truly me. What 
you say reflects your heart and 
mind. Our words when exchanged 
become gateways by which I may 
enter your life and through which 
you share my life. 

There must be portals by which 
man can enter into the life of God 
and God can make His will known 
to us. Is there no word from God? 
If there were none, how spiritual- 
ly isolated we should be from the 
one sure source of spiritual nour- 
ishment. 

St. John tells us that God has a 
word for us, a word we can hear 
and understand.

hend. It comes into our lives with 
healing and with light.

The greatest value any of 
us can ever know is always per- 
sonality. That which means most 
is always people. What means 
more to a man than the woman 
with whom he shares the anxieties 
and joys of his life? What means 
more to a mother than her chil- 
dren? 


The word of God is a personal 
word, It is the will and way of 
God clothed in the garments of 
the flesh. It is Jesus who, as 
God’s own Son, has taken upon 
himself the weariness and the 
wonder of human life, who has 
walked the roads of our life, who 
has sat at our tables, who has giv- 
en up His life that we may better 
know and appreciate life.

On the First-Step Disarmament 
Issue: This time the Soviets 
thought they couldn’t fail to win 
at the U.N. what they were un- 
able to get at the London disarm- 
ament talks; namely, a non-dis- 
armament end to nuclear testing. 
They thought that surely the 
smaller and neutral countries 
would all line up behind the Soviet 
proposal. 

They didn’t. The Assembly vot- 
ed 57 to 9 endorsing the Western 
effort to carry a first-step disarm- 
ament agreement well beyond the 
matter of testing. 


On the Hungarian Issue: The 
Kremlin wanted not only to keep 
the U.N. out of Hungary but it 
wanted to keep all talk about what 
the Soviet Army had done to the 
Hungarians out of the U.N. 

Over Soviet protests the Assem- 
bly voted 77 to 1 to take no action 
on the credentials of the Hungar- 
ian delegation. 

What is important is not what 
is done against the Soviet Union 
but what the free nations de 
in behalf of each other.

Only six per cent of the teachers | 


turned out by Georgia colleges 
last year were qualified to teach 
high school mathematics or sci- 
ence courses, according to State 
Education department records.

normal revenue collected by the City of Atlanta from all 
sources during the period from January 1 to November 
1 of the current year, and the estimated revenue for the 
remainder of the current year.

‘Planting of Billionth U.S. Pine Seedling | 
Marks Georgia’s Lead in Forestation

MACON, Dec. 18—The nation’s 
one-billionth pine seedling was 
planted here Wednesday. 

Governor Griffin and Jody Shat- 
tuck, 1957 “Miss Georgia,”” spaded 
the Georgia-grown baby loblolly 
pine—delivered via helicopter by 
‘‘Smoky the Bear’’—into an honor 
plot at the Georgia Forestry Cen- 
ter with a gold-plated shovel. 

The symbolic planting reaf-' 
firmed the fact that Georgia leads | 
the country in tree-planting. 

The U.S. Forest Service, cele- 
brating a record year in reforesta- 
tion, selected Georgia as site for 
the history-making event because 
at the end of 1956 this state had 
planted more acreage to trees— 
a total of 750,090 acres—than any 
other state in the union. 

This year again Georgia takes 
the official lead in U.S. reforesta- 
tion with production of 175,000,000 
pine seedlings and 750,000 acres 
planted. 

Wednesday's ceremony at the 
state forestry headquarters on 
Riggins Mill Road six miles south 
of Macon climaxed a dramatic for- 
est fire-fighting demonstration 
featuring water-bombing from the 
air and helicopter-borne ‘‘smoke- 
jumpers.”

Turkeys are five to six cents 
higher in price than the before 
Christmas period, especially hen 
turkeys. Large size toms are the 
most plentiful and the best 
value. A Long Island duckling 
can be a special treat at this 
time. 

The supply of dried fruits is 
coming to market now, but in 
considerably less volume than 
last year. The reduction is 
mainly in raisins and dried 
prunes, which are the two big- 
gest dried fruit sellers. 
CHOICE FRUITS 
Dried fruits are made from the 
finest, fully ripened, choice 
fruits. They have about 75 per 
cent of their moisture content 
removed, either by sundrying 
or dehydration. So much mois- 
ture is removed that organisms 
do not grow, but when storing 
they should be covered and kept 
in a cool place. 

Dried fruits are economical 
even though the price per pound 
may seem high. Since most of 
the moisture is removed, you 
are buying only actual food 
value. They are_ excellent 
sources of minerals and other 
nutrients of fresh fruits. 

To pep up the fruit add slices 
of lemon or orange, a few 
cloves or a piece of stick cin- 
namon while cooking. Try 
mixed dried fruits cooked to- 
gether until tender, with a little 
brown sugar, to make an ex- 
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cellent accompaniment to a 
pork roast dinner. 
PRUNE FRITTERS 
Stewed prunes 
American cheese 
white bread crumbs 
Pit prunes and fill centers 
with small pieces of cheese. 
Dip first in slightly beaten 
eggs, then in bread crumbs, 
again in eggs and again in 
bread crumbs. Fry in deep fat 
heated to 390 degrees until a 
golden brown. Serve hot. Deli- 
cious with roasts of pork, lamb 
or veal. These fritters make a 
most attractive garnish for a 
platter of hot or cold meats. 
PRUNE BETTY 


2 cups cooked prunes 
2 apples 
3 cups soft bread crumbs 
5 cup sugar 
4 cup butter 
Cinnamon 
4 cup prune juice 


Pit prunes and cut in pieces. 


Pare, core and slice apples. 
Arrange one-third the bread 
crumbs in baking dish, cover 
with half the prunes, sugar, 
apples and butter. Sprinkle 
lightly with cinnamon, Add half 
of remaining crumbs, then re- 
maining prunes, sugar, apples, 
butter and more cinnamon. 
Cover with crumbs and add 
prune juice. Cover dish and 
bake about one hour in a mod- 
erate oven (375 degrees). If 
bread crumbs are somewhat 
dry, more juice should be added. 
Serves 8.

He pointed to a page of statistics and continued, “‘We’ve con- 
trolled the boards against every team except South Carolina, but 
we just haven’t been hitting. Blemker and Randall are our leading 
scorers, but injuries have hampered Gary Phillips. Denton, as | 
said, will help us plenty, so I think we'll improve.” 

Hyder wants to clarify a recent quote about Kentucky. He 
said that the Wildcats, due to a shortage of height, could be had 
this year. Maryland and Southern Methodist have since made 
Whack look like an expert. 

“| think perhaps I was misunderstood when the quote was 
repeated over the air,”’ Hyder explained. ‘‘I still don’t think Ken- 
tucky is quite up to par, but I certainly didn’t mean to imply that 
Kentucky isn’t a fine basketball team.

In Henry 
Cabaniss, Sonny Poss and Ensley the Bulldogs have excellent re- 
bound men. Fred Franks, Earl Tidwell, Ray Allen, Don Hartsfield 
and Fred Edmondson are other boys Lawson likes to talk about. 

At this infant stage of the campaign, Allen looks as though 
he'll fulfill his vast potential. He has been a good basketball 
player, but until now he has never lived up to the vast reputa- 
tion he brought from Richmond Academy to Athens. He’s aver- 
aged 20 points in Georgia’s first three encounters, and has been 
a nifty defensive performer. 

Though Georgia’s residence atop the SEC standings is likely 
to be brief, Lawson is enjoying the rarified atmosphere. ‘“‘It’s 
great to be leading the league,”” Red said “‘and you know we have 
a lease on first place until January.” 

By virtue of their victory over Florida, Georgia assumed first 
place in the SEC race. No other teams play a league game until 
January.
